It has seemed ta 
be b great worry to him that twa 
years ago several members represent- 
ing the Northwest had the temerity 
to vote agamst his greposal for im- 
mediate provincial antonomy to the 
Northwest Territories. He objects 
very strongly to the reasons given 
on that oceazsyuon. I can only say 
that the reasons seemed then to be 
suffivient to him, because, although 
he alleged thrt the measure was im- 
medintely imjortant at that time, 
it was the last reference he made ta 
it, so far as f can recollect,. until 
the measure was brought down this 


year. I Ahink Ioan satisfy the 
House that there were very good 
reasons Why members representing 


the Northwest ‘Territories should not 
be. anxious to accept the suggestion 
of provincial pautonony * without 
knowing vers well what the terms 
of that autonomy were to be. I 
think the terms of this debate are 
sufficient to prove that, and I think 
further what has occurred sinew the 
opening of this sessien and since 
these Bills were bromehit down. is evi- 
dence, if evidence were needed, that 
westerh members have been fairly 
careful as to what. they agreed to, 
and possibly have had some influence 
in securing Bills which would be ta 
the advantage of the reople of the 
Northwest Territories, 


SPECIAL CONDITIONS TO BE'MET 


In considering the question of au- 
tonomy, we have to consider our 
peculiar position, We have to con- 
sider our positién as compared with 
the condiuons of other  rrovinces; 
the “resources that we may expect 
to draw upon as compared with those 
of other provinces, and so, whether 
our condition would be improved or 
be made worse by accepting provin- 
cial autonomy. We have great needs 
to meet in that ccuntry. We may 
make a comparison with the Prov- 
mee of Ontanon The settled part of 
this province is perhans 400 miles 
long by 100 miles wide. In that area 
is contained all there is of Ontario, 
in the way of agriculture at any 


nate, There are the roads, 
there are the schools, there 
ere all the expenditures prac 


tically whereto the provincial gov- 
eriment has to provide for. In these 
Northwest Territories, in the prov- 
ince of Saskatchewan, we will say, 
there is an area of 300 by 300 miles 
of agricultural country, over which 
agricultural settlement must spread, 
over which roads must be made, 
throughout which schools must be 
provided, and municipal institutions 
taken care of. In Alberta we claim 
a distance of 800 miles in lengkh 
by no less thnn 200 or 309 miles in 
width of agricultural country, over 


which settlement will spread, 
throughout which roads must be 
built. municipalities organized and 


schools maimtained. If the provinec 
of Ontario, upon entering into con- 
federation, found itself with a load 
of some $45,000,000 of debt imcurred 
because of the necessity for the im- 
provement of the conditions through- 
cut that comparatively small area, 
we may very well consider carefully 


cur financial position in undertak- 
ing to spread ‘civilization and im- 
provement over these very much 
vaster areas under our ciondiiions. 
We know that we must have the 
| srcams ct we cannot have success. 
} We-must have the means with which 
to build roads, to provide schools, 


to take care of all these requirements 


ot civilization which fall to the lot 
ot the provinces. Without means, 
without money, cannot go for- 


| ward as provinces, we had better not 
undertake the responsibility. We 
find that in the cendition in which 
we are at gresent, the Territories 
receive nearly a million and a quar- 
ter from the Dominion in the place 
of. a provincial subsidy... Outside of 
that, there are exreditures which, in 
the provinces are borne out of the 
provincial funds, but which, so far, 
have come out of the Domimion treas- 
ury, and which aggregate something 
like half a million dollars. At this 
present time, considering the Ter- 
ritories as 2 jprovinee, we are ‘re- 
ceiving as a subsidy from the Do 
minion treasury, 2 matter of a mil- 
| tion and three-quarters of money. 
| Now compare that with the subsidy 
;received by any of the other rrov- 
jinees. We find that Ontario receives 
‘a cash subsidy of less than a million 
and = half, Quebec a litile over 2 
million, Nova Sootia under half a 
million, New Brunswick under half a 
million, Maniteba a little over half 
2 million, Pritish Columbia $300,000, 
and Prince Edward Island $200,000.
